Foz Remedy in all theſe particulars we thinke fit to publiſh and declare, that no manner 

of peꝛſon. of what degꝛee oꝛ quality ſoever, upon any pretence whatſoever, ſhall oꝛ may 

to the future take free quartez, oz Contribution without ſpettall Barrant: noz ſhall preſume to buy of the Douldiers 

oz others of the Army any Cattel oz other Commodities without certificate firſt had fzom the Superioꝛ Officer then 

Commanding the T2oope oꝛ Company, in which any Souldier oz other of the Army expoſing ſuch Cattel oꝛ Commo⸗ 

dities to ſale is inliſted; The ſaid Certificate to be pꝛoduced to the Commander in Chiefe of that Garriſon, oz place 

where the ſale is made (to Juſtify his oꝛ their honeſt comming by the fame) whom we ſhall call to a ſtrict account foz any 

Tranſgeeſſion of the Souldier in this kind, and inflict ſevere puniſhment upon all offenders againſt this Pꝛoclamation.
